Indians—their carved wooden KACHINA dolls 
representing members of the Hopi spirit world, 
their pottery and colorful coiled and wicker baskets

This tour is operated by the Navajo—the largest 
tribe of American Indians in the United States.

DAY BY DAY ITINERARY 





YOUR NAVAJOLAND 
ITINERARY VALID APRIL THRU OCTOBER 


NAVAJOLAND 


Ist. day (Sunday) Arrive GALLUP, 
NEW MEXICO, “Indian Capital of 
the West!” Transportation is provided 
from arrival station to your hotel—the 
Shalimar Inn, Evening WELCOME 
DINNER and Navajo orientation lec- 
ture. 


2nd day (Monday) Your NAVAJO 
host-guide will meet you this morning 
and you will motor to WINDOW 
ROCK, ARIZONA. After touring Win- 
dow Rock and visiting the NAVAJO 
TRIBAL MUSEUM, continue to GA- 
NADO, see PROJECT HOPE installa- 
tion, then visit the HUBBELL TRAD- 
ING POST — National Monument. 
Lunch will be in Chinle after which 
you will, by special four-wheel-drive 
vehicle, descend 1,000 feet to the floor 
of Canyon de Chelly, and tour to the 
White House cliff dwellings. Overnight 
Thunderbird Lodge, Chinle. 


3rd day (Tuesday) Tour the south rim 
of CANYON DE CHELLY and then 
depart from Chinle to visit the HOPI 
INDIAN VILLAGES of Walpi, First 
Mesa and Second Mesa. Overnight 
Hopi Cultural Center Motel on Second 
Mesa. 


4th day (Wednesday) Visit the Hopi 
villages of Oraibi and Hotevilla. Con- 
tinue to COAL MINE CANYON to 
see the unique display of the geology 
of the area—then to Tuba City for 
lunch, In the afternoon visit the Glen 
Canyon Dam Visitor Center at the 
head of 180-mile long Lake Powell. 
Overnight at Wahweap Lodge on the 
lake shore. 


Sth day (Thursday) Morning boat cruise 
on Lake Powell to ANTELOPE CAN- 
YON. After lunch at Wahweap Lodge 
depart for Navajo National Monument 
BETATAKIN ruins. Continue via 
KAYENTA, passing Agathla and Owl 
Rock for your first view of Monument 
Valley. Overnight GOULDING’S 
MONUMENT VALLEY LODGE, 
UTAH. 

6th day (Friday) Explore MONUMENT 
VALLEY, Navajo Tribal Park. After 
lunch continue through the Chuska 
Mountain Range to the Navajo Forest 
Products Industries Sawmill in Navajo, 


N.M., the Southwest's largest pine 
forest lumber mill. Return to Gallup 
for optional extension to SANTA FE 
AND THE NORTHERN PUEBLO 
INDIANS, (Hotel this night not in- 
cluded—see back panel for rate.)

NOTE: For those taking the Santa Fe 
and Northern Pueblo extension—for the 
amount of $38.00 double occupancy 
($55.00 single) arrangements will be made 
to stay at Shalimar Inn in Gallup on the 
6th night (Friday), and your train ticket to 
Albuquerque on Saturday and overnight 
in Albuquerque where you will join the 
tour on Sunday. This means that the 
total cost for 13 days is $414.00 double 
occupancy. 
INCLUDED IN TOUR COST; All sur- 
face transportation and sightseeing in 
air-conditioned buses, All first class 
hotel accommodations based on two 
persons sharing a twin-bedded room 
with private bath.

SANTA FE AND THE NORTHERN 
PUEBLO INDIANS 

Ist day (Sunday) Arrive ALBUQUER- 
QUE, NEW MEXICO. Transportation 
is provided from arrival station to your 
hotel—the Quality Inn, At 7:00 p.m. 
meet in ZUNI ROOM for WEL- 
COME DINNER and orientation— 
preview of your trip. 


2nd day (Monday) Meet driver-guide in 
hotel lobby at 9:00 a.m. for city-wide 
tour of Albuquerque with time for 
lunch on your own and sightseeing in 
historic OLD TOWN, Afternoon drive 
through Cibola National Forest to the 
Sandia Crest for a spectacular aerial 
tramway ride. Evening free. Overnight 
Quality Inn, 


3rd day (Tuesday) Early departure by 
motorcoach along the Rio Grande to 
Santa Fe—stopping en route at CORO- 
NADO STATE MUSEUM and Indian 
Ruins and then visit your first Pueblo. 
Continue through the GHOST TOWNS 
of Madrid and Cerrillos. WELCOME 
TO SANTA FE LUNCH. Check in at 
La Fonda, the “Inn at the end of the 
Santa Fe Trail.” Afternoon and even- 
ing free. 


4th day (Wednesday) Tour Santa Fe 
with its unique architecture, narrow 
streets and historic landmarks. Visit 
the Capitol building, Governor's man- 
sion, Oldest Church in the United 
States, Museum of Navajo Ceremonial 
Art, and the Christo Rey Church. In 
the afternoon depart for Bandelier Na- 
tional Monument to explore cliff dwell- 
ings. Visit Los Alamos, the space age 
city and then the PUEBLO OF SAN 
ILDEFONSO. Evening free. Overnight 
La Fonda. 


Sth day (Thursday) Motorcoach tour to 
TAOS including visit to the famous 
Taos Indian Pueblo, then the Kit Car- 
son House and art galleries. Return to 
Santa Fe through the foothills of the 
Sangre de Christo Mountains, visiting 
Spanish villages of LAS TRAMPAS 
and TRUCHAS then CHIMAYO and 
its Chapel of El Santuario, built in 
1816 — the most photographed and 
painted chapel in New Mexico.
